Mt. Pleasant Cemetery Report 
Richard Bento, Director of Public Works 

Mr. Bento introduced Bemie Smith a member of the Board of Cemetery Commissioners. Mr. Bento thanked the Commissioners 
and their Chair, Mr. Totten, as well as Bill Carroll and Bill Jones of the Public Works Department for their contributions and 
support of this project. 

David Crispin and Sandeep Senjit of the BSC group, 384 Washington Street, Norwell, were present to share with the Board and the 
Town the findings of a feasibility study /summary report for the proposed Mt. Pleasant Cemetery Expansion. They also showed 
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how the cemetery now has a complete database of the graves and their records. 

Mr. Smith indicated that in his opinion, the only longterm viable solution is to use a portion of the land at great meadows. 

Mr. Lyons requested that the Cemetery Commissioners reconsider their current policy for burial in Arlington. Presently you must 
pass away in Arlington in order to be buried here. 

Mr. Lyons moved to indicate the Board’s support of the use of land adjacent the Mystic Valley Parkway for the purpose of 
expandingthe Mt. Pleasant Cemetery, providing another ten years of burial space, and to encourage the Conservation Commission 
to allow the Town to proceed with these plans. SO VOTED 

Clarissa Rowe, 53 Brantwood, asked that members of the Cemetery Commission please attend meetings of the Open Space 
Committee. Ms. Rowe expressed her disagreement relative to use of the Great Meadows as cemetery space. 

Carol Kowalski, 182 Scituate Street was present and supported Ms. Rowe’s comments. 

Peter Fiore, 58 Mott Street inquired about the possible use of the lawn adjacent to Chestnut Manor. 

Mr. Hurd moved to receive the report. SO VOTED 

Mr. Lyons asked that the commissioners be invited to a meeting of the Board in September to discuss the matter further.

Traffic Li edit s at Mystic & Summer Streets 
Report of Director Fred Ryan 

Director Ryan’s report recommended changes to the lights at Mystic and Summer Streets subject to the approval of the wire 
inspector that the lights can accomodate the changes recommended. 

He recommended the following: 

Elimination of the green right turn arrow. 

M ake the red light (for the right turning lane only) a flashing red light. Note, flashing light would turn solid red when pedestrians 
are crossing. 

Place a stop sign and advisory “stop ahead” signs in appropriate locations. 

Mrs. Mahon moved approval. (4-0) SO VOTED

The retiree would continue to receive cost of living adjustments but no other increases resulting from step 
increases.

Mr. Hurd and Ms. Cove are working with representatives of the 
utility companies to try and expedite double pole removal. 

Commented on the AVON Breast Cancer Walk on Saturday June 3rd. Mr. Hurd complimented the Town Officials that helped 
make the event in Arlington possible. 

Complimented the work done at Monument Park.

Informed the Board that he talked to David Balfour, Commissioner of the MDC, regarding the Henderson Street Bridge and that he 
is making an effort to gpt communication between the Town and the Metropolitan District Commission. 

Mr. Greeley:
